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Fire loss prompts 
league fund drive 


The Lompoc Valley community rallied 
behind youth football and baseball 
leagues today, delivering their dollars 
and their love to programs staggered by 
an arsonist's torch. 
Fire gutted the interior of a youth con­ 
cession stand and athletic equipment 
storage building Sunday, destroying 
more than $50,000 in football and 
baseball equipment and bringing the 
Youth Football League and Little League 
to the verge of bankruptcy. Officials said 
the fire was an act of arson. There were 
still no suspects today. 
First Valley Bank announced that it 
had established a public fund to re-outfit 
the youth leagues and was starting it off 


with a $100 donation of its own. Dona­ 
tions can be made at the bank. Checks 
should be made payable to Youth Foot­ 
ball League Recovery Fund. 
Parents worked throughout the 
weekend in a frustrating effort to 
salvage jackets, jerseys and other equip­ 
ment that will be needed next week and 
the week after as the basehall season 
winds down. 
Leo Aragon, president of Youth Foot­ 
ball League said it remained uncertain 
today whether the league could replace 
the hundreds of jerseys, helmets and 
other equipment in time for the youth 
season opening in mid-September. The 
flames destroyed the equipment that 


would have supplied about 17 youth foot­ 
ball teams, Aragon said. 


Bill and Polly Herzog, officials of the 
youth organizations offered to purchase 
14 jackets for the American League all- 
star baseball team if efforts fail to 
salvage the jackets damaged in the fire. 
Another booster, who wanted his name 
kept anonymous, said he would do the 
same for the National League all-star 
team. 


Meanwhile plans continued today for 
fund-raising events to aid the youth 
organizations. Aragon said a fund­ 
raising picnic is upcoming in about a 
week. 
Man charged with two 
in bus hijacking 
murders 


NEW YO RK (U P I) - A young 
Panamanian was charged today with 
murder, attempted murder and kidnap­ 
ing in connection with the hijacking of a 
bus and the killing of its driver and a 
woman passenger. 
During a five-minute arraignment, 
Judge Maxwell Galfunt remanded the 
suspect. Luis Robinson, to Kings County 
Hospital for psychiatric examination 
Asst Dist. Atty Randall Eng said no 
federal charges would be filed against 
the 26-year-old U S Navy enlisted man. 
Robinson, who smiled at reporters as 
he entered the courtroom, faces 2 counts 
of murder, 2 counts of attempted murder 
and 25 counts of kidnaping. 
After his surrender Monday, he told 
police the idea for his 9*^ hour spree of 
terror Monday •‘came to him in a 
dream, ’ ” autA orfU M Mid 
Robinson hijacked the bus shortly 
after it left a terminal in New York City, 
police said, and diverted it to Kennedy 
Airport where he demanded $6 million 
and a plane to fly him to safety. 


He killed the bus driver and a woman 
passenger and wounded four other pas­ 
sengers, police said, but finally sur­ 
rendered at 11:31 p.m. — 9M* hours after 
the ordeal began — and released a dozen 
hostages when a police armored person­ 
nel carrier jammed the bus against a 
fence in a comer of the airport. 
Police sources said Robinson told 
authorities the idea for the hijacking 
“ came to him in a dream. He had to do 
this.’’ He earlier complained to his 
hostages that he had been “ mistreated in 
this country.” 
Robinson told officers he had problems 
with the Navy and with the men on his 
ship, the police sources said. He said the 
other men “ picked on him ” 
He also told police he put white people 
on the side of the bus where he thought 
polio® 
would 
too became. 
"I thought 
they'd (police) be less likely to shoot 
their own kind ” 
Shortly after 5 a m. today, Robinson 
while being led from a stationhouse to a 
police van which took him to the Queens 


House of Detention, was asked by 
reporters why he did it. 


I don’t know,” Robinson said. 
They say you did it because you were 
set up, 
said one newsman. 
That was one of the reasons,” 
Robinson replied. 
“ What are the others?” another 
newsman pressed 
“ No one to talk to,” the bearded 
Robinson said. 
“ Do you have any remorse9” he was 
asked. 
‘ For the people that died,” he replied 
“ Does that mean you didn’t mean to 
kill anyone?” 


“ No,” said Robinson 
Robinson had led police on a bizarre 
chase across the Kennedy Airport 
«round» before I»« finally waa armt»d 
The bus — which he drove after killing 
the driver — criss-crossed runways and 
taxiways at the sprawling facility while 
Robinson fired his 45-caliber handgun at 
pursuing police cars. 
Water supply topic

The council must come up with a firm 
commitment by Sept. 20 for so much 
state project water, if and when the 
county goes ahead with the importation. 


Lompoc water commissioners are ex­ 
pected to pair off into committees to 
study present water quality and quantity 
and conclude the studies in 30 days City 
Attorney Alan Davidson appealed to the 
commissioners in a letter mailed last 
month to explore their memories and 
canvass their back files of information in 
order to speed the information gathering 
process. 
The meeting is scheduled for 7:30 p.m. 
in Lompoc City Hall, 119 W Walnut Ave. 


Also on tap are the following agenda 
items. 
— A review of state water pricing and 
allocation in the light of work by a county 
subcommittee. 
— A review of a final environmental 
impact report on the application of the 
Santa Ynez River Water Conservation 
District to extract river flood flows for a 
water percolation program. 
— A progress report on efforts of the 
city to supply water to Ken Adam Park. 
The park is a county facility, but it is 
located within the city. A well formerly 
used to supply the needs of a caretaker, a 
public drinking fountain and some irriga­ 
tion needs, failed about lVfc years ago 
— A report on water conservation by 
water department chief Al Thompson 
— A report by Dale Batchelor, 
superintendent of the city’s water treat­ 
ment plant, on comparative quality of 
water supplied by other water entities to 
Vandenberg Village and Mission Hills. 
KKK anti-busing rally 
in Ohio ended by riot 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (U P I) - A July 
Fourth Ku Klux Klan anti-busing rally on 
the steps of the state Capitol was 
stormed by anti-Klan demonstrators who 
smashed the loudspeaker system and 
roughed up the imperial wizard of the 
Ohio KKK 
Riot-equipped state troopers, who 
were standing ready, moved in on the 
melee, which featured white-robed 
Klansmen swinging flagpoles to protect 
their leader 
In all, four persons suffered minor in­ 
juries, including news cameraman Jerry 
Coleman of WBNS-TV, who was knocked 
briefly unconscious. Four of the anti- 
Klan demonstrators were arrested. 
The demonstrators, made up about 25 
blacks and a handful of whites, chanted, 
“ Ku Klux Klan, scum of the land,” 
taunting state Wizard Dal Reuch and a 
white-robed Klan minister during the 
opening invocation of the rally, called to 
protest busing plans in several Ohio 
cities. 
At one point, two white men moved up 
the steps and grabbed Reuch, punching 
him in the neck and stripping him of his 
ceremonial purple robes 
Nearby 
Klansmen grabbed flagpoles to push the 
anti-Klan demonstrators away, and 
eventually members of both sides were 
swinging away at each other with the 
poles until the troopers moved in and 
cleared the area 


The anti-Klan demonstrators were 
part of a group of about 300 persons call­ 
ing itself the Coalition Against the Klan, 
which met about a block away from the 
State House and marched on the capitol 
just before the rally began. 
Those arrested were identified as An­ 
nette Beauchamp, 17, of Cincinnati; 
Brenda Hutchison, 18, of Columbus, both 
charged with disrupting a lawful as­ 
sembly; George Preston, 29, of Cincin­ 
nati, charged with inciting to violence, 
and Wilford Allison, 21, of Youngstown, 
charged with disrupting a lawful as­ 
sembly, petty theft and assaulting to in­ 
cite violence. 
After the confrontation, Reusch vowed 
to return to Columbus in the fall, when 
the first phase of court-ordered busing 
for desegregation purposes is to begin. 
He said another rally will be held and 
“ we’re going to stop this nonsense.” 
He said, “ I ’m ready to fight. I ’m ready 
to drive the enemy right off of this land.” 
The “ enemy,” he said, is “ the groups 
who favor busing. And there are a lot of 
communists involved. 
“ I like competition, but I don’t like it 
carried to this extreme.” 
Meanwhile, a 30-year-old truck 
mechanic is being held in Plains, Ga., on 
charges of ramming his sports car 
through the crowd of 250 spectators and 
reporters at a Ku Klux Klan rally Satur­ 
day in President Carter’s home town 


Federal aid 
sought after 
B1 layoffs 


LOS ANGELES (U PI) - The United 
Auto Workers union Monday asked the 
Defense Department for supplemental 
unemployment benefits for workers laid 
off because B1 bomber production was 
canceled 


“ Workers deserve the same considera­ 
tions the federal government provides 
corporations,” the union said in a 
telegram to Secretary of Defense Harold 
Brown urging him to allocate funds that 
would provide 95 per cent of gross pay 
for eligible workers. 


“ The federal government did not cut 
off all funds for Rockwell International 
the day after the B1 decision, yet thou­ 
sands of loyal workers have been laid off 
with little 
prospect for new 
employment,” the telegram said. 


President Carter’s decision Thursday 
to halt production of the controversial 
bomber will put about 8,000 Rockwell 
employes out of work. Some 2,000 
engineering, manufacturing, tooling, 
purchasing and support personnel 
already were laid off Friday. 


“ We believe the Defense Department 
has an obligation to ease the transition 
for the workers,” the message said. 
“ Money should be made available im­ 
mediately for supplemental unemploy­ 
ment benefits for those unemployed as 
the result of this decision.” 


The union said workers already laid off 
were told they would not be paid for the 
Fourth of July holiday, but a Rockwell 
spokesman could not immediately con­ 
firm or deny that 


When told the UAW was trying to get 
more benefits for the unemployed, the 
spokesman said, “ Good I am glad to see 
that they are trying to do it. I hope they 
are successful."

Chemical workers find 
J-M assurance adequate

The Chemical Workers Union Local 
146 wanted and now will have it “ in 
writing” that Johns-Mansville will 
provide employes with yearly physical 
checkups. Bill Stutts, international union 
representative said today. 


The union has “ no objections” to the 
state's withdrawing a special order for a 
J-M medical surveillance program, 
Stutts said, because J-M has agreed to 
present a letter assuring continuation of 
its own current medical program 
The state Division of Industrial Safety 
(DIS) issued the special order in 


November 1976 following nearly a year’s 
gap in J-M’s annual checkup program 
and government tests showing potential­ 
ly hazardous levels of diatomaceous 
earth dust in the air at the plant. 
Having just hired a new Santa Barbara 
medical group doctor to continue giving 
worker physicals, J-M contested the 
special order. The company argued that 
malpractice insurance problems made it 
difficult to find a new physician to give 
the physicals when a contract with the 
previous one had expired. 
Although J-M had resumed its medical 
program, however, the state’s special 
order would “ establish a legal basis for 
mandatory annual physicals” for J-M 
employes, a physician with the health 
department's Occupational Health 
Branch recommended in a memo. 
Hearings on J-M’s appeal were held in 
February, March and May. An ad­ 
ministrative law judge with the DIS 
would have ruled on the justification of 
the special order after August 1 — when 
both the DIS and J-M had filed final argu­ 
ments. But the two sides met Thursday 
in San Francisco to settle the case. 
Now, instead of the special order, un­ 
ion workers will have J-M’s letter — 
written assurance of an annual physical 
checkup, Stutts said. 
Though J-M “ claimed throughout the 
hearings” that it “ voluntarily” was 
already conducting an adequate medical 
program, Stutts wanted to emphasize, 
“ this so-called voluntary program came 
up as part of a settlement after a nine- 
and-half month strike in 1952.” 
Stutts said the union plans to inform all 
members of the letter and ask them to 
make it known if, in fact, they do not 
receive the promised yearly physicals. 
In addition to the union monitoring the 
medical program, “ the state should 
police this,” he said, “ send someone out 
here periodically to make sure every 
worker is being given a physical.”

King Carlos swears in new 
Spanish cabinet members 


MADRID, Spain (U P I) — King Juan 
Carlos today swore into office the 
cabinet of Spain’s first democratic 
government in 38 years. 
Seventeen new or reshuffled ministers 
swore “ loyalty to the king, respect for 
human rights and strict observance of 
the law” according to a new, reformed 
oath of office 
Foreign Minister Marcelino Oreja and 
Justice Minister Landelino La villa kept 
their posts from Premier Adolfo Suarez’ 
last government and did not take the new 
allegiance oath. 
Suarez, beginning his second year at 
the head of the Spanish government, an­ 
nounced his new cabinet Monday. It 
featured a revamped economic team led 
by public finance Prof, Enrique Fuentes 
Quintana, a liberal, as second vice 
premier in charge of the economy, and 
Social Democrat leader Francisco Fer­ 
nandez Ordonez, who took over the 
finance ministry. 
In all, six ministers returned from 
Suarez’s last cabinet The highest rank­ 
ing was Vice Premier for Defense Gen. 
Manuel G u tie rre z MeIIado. A 
reorganization of the government cut the 
number of military ministers from four 
to one. 
Suarez’ Democratic Center Union 
coalition includes Social Democrats, 
Liberals, Christian Democrats and in­ 
dependents, but holds only 165 of the 350 
seats in the Congress of Deputies, the 
lower house of the Cortes (parliament) 
— 11 seats short of a majority. 


Spain's flagging economy is the 
biggest single problem the government 
has to face and Suarez named only 
Liberals and Social Democrats to the 
economic posts 


Dissident faces 
10 years in 
Soviet prison 


MOSCOW (UPI) - Bearded poet Alex­ 
ander Ginzburg, jailed for five years in 
1968 for anti-Soviet activity, will be tried 
as a repeat offender and faces up to 10 
more years in prison, according to dissi­ 
dents. 


Ginzburg, a close friend of exiled 
writer Alexander Solzhenitsyn, was 
arrested last February and accused in 
the official Soviet press of anti-Soviet ac­ 
tivity, including the possession of sub­ 
versive literature and foreign currency. 


Fellow dissident Valentin Turchin told 
reporters he learned of Soviet plans to 
try Ginzburg again when he was picked 
up by KGB secret police Monday and 
questioned about his ties to the writer. 
Turchin, founder of the Moscow 
branch of the London-based Amnesty 
International, said police told him Ginz­ 
burg will be charged under a law dealing 
with anti-Soviet slander. 


Surplus city land 
offer before council 


The Lom poc City Council 
tonight will consider an offer 
from form er m ayor Arthur 
S c o tt an d NASA M an ager 
Henry Van Goey to purchase 
about 3.35 acres of surplus city 
land to build a sm all industrial 
park. 
The land in question is the 
site of the old city wastewater 
treatm ent plant between the 
county Animal Control Center 
and the new sewage plant The 
parcel has been vacant since 
the old plant was tom down in 
the early 1960s. 
Van Goey and Scott would 
purchase the land for its ap­ 
praised price of $23.000 — or 
about $7,000 an acre. Under the 
proposed agreem ent with the 
city , the buyers would pay 
$15,000 down for the release of 
roughly 1.5 acres for the im­ 
m ediate development of an in­ 
dustrial building.

Van G oey said he would 
“ eventually like to make a real 
nice industrial park out of the 
area ” First, however, he said 
he would have to fill the “ giant 
pit” — about two-thirds of the 
site — left by the old sewage 
plant He said he knew of two 
more businesses which might 
also be interested in industrial 
space 
The agreem ent calls for the 
site to be surveyed at the cost of 
the buyers since the exact size 
of the plot is in question 
In a memo to City Council 
signed by Administrative A ssis­ 
tant Rocky Fluhart, the city

Although the fire situation 
has not reached the “ critical1' 
stage yet. it is bad According 
to U.S. Forest Service ranking, 
the fire danger of the local 
woods is “ very high.” There is

— 
“ critical ” 
“ Before the May rain when 
we got about four inches,” ex­ 
plained Ed Waldapfel, Forest 
Service public information of­ 
ficer. “ things improved quite a 
bit 
But, right now. the fire 
danger is starting to go up 
a g m in 
T h e r e i s a I r e m e n d o u s 
amount of fuel as a result of the 
rain which caused a lot of new 
green grass that is now drying 
out.” 
“ Right now we re in a normal 
fire season.” Forest Supervisor 
A1 West said 
“ However, once 
we get into the summ er, I see 
this as one of the worst years 
I've ever experienced." West is 
a 20-year man with the Forest 
Service and has spent the last 
seven years in the Los Padres 
forest No surprise, he credited 


the severe two-yeardrought with 
antagonizing the fire condition 
Cum ulative effects of the 
drought also have posed water 
p r o b le m s 
a t 
c e r t a in 
campgrounds 
Waldapfel said 
none of the 19 million-acre 
forest's 280 campgrounds have 
closed due to a water shortage, 
but some have been restricted 
to self-contained vehicles. 
On th e l o c a l f r o n t , a 
sp o k esw o m a n at the L o s 
Prietos Forest Service office 
said all the campgrounds in the 
Lower Santa Ynez and Pendola 
recreation areas were open 
Since both rely on “ outhouse 
type bathrooms, it is unlikely 
they would be threatened by 
water shortages. Lower Santa 
Ynez contains six campgrounds 
just off p aradise Rd At the end 
o i 
C t m i n o 
C i e l o 
R d 
o f t 
highw ay 154, Pendola lists 
seven campgrounds — four of 
which can only be hiked into. 
Already this summer, a fire 
burned 350 acres at Fort Hunter 
Liggett, just south of King City 
and there have been numerous 
sm aller fires. 
Effective July 1, the Forest 
Service closed two rem ote, 
little-used sections of the Los 
Padres forest because of the 
fire hazard there Five-hundred 
square m iles north of Santa 


B arbara from Davy Brown 
Creek to Highway 33 and 170 
square m iles in back country 
north of F illm ore are now 
restricted to the public. This 
may be just the beginning. 
“ We have em ergency closure 
plans," Waldapfel said, “ where 
if the fire danger gets too bad 
we will close certain areas We 
will close grounds for public 
safety as well as protection of 
the park ” 
As one of its most effective 
tools, the Forest Service again 
will employ an airplane equip­ 
ped with a heat-sensitive infra­ 
red device to detect illegal or 
deserted cam pfires Pioneered 
last sum m er, the plane — 
nicknamed the Forest Service's 
“ eye in the sky” — will return 
to its nocturnal m issions when 
deer season begins In August.

Despite a recent Supreme 
Court decision allowing them to 
do so, Lompoc attorneys do not 
app ear to be interested in 
advertising prices for their ser­ 
vices. 
The restriction on law yers’ 
advertising w as imposed in 1908 
by the American Bar A ssocia­ 
tion on the grounds it would 
bolster professional dignity. 
“ When I first went into prac­ 
tice,” said Attorney Douglas 
Kappler, 
“ Advertising would 
have helped m e get started. But 
now I h a v e d e v e lo p e d a 
clientele and don’t have the 
need to advertise.” 
“ I don’t think we’ll adver­ 
tise,” said Attorney Charles 
Ward. “ I think it would degrade 
the profession.” 
Attorneys Eugene Huseman 
and Michael Palm er also said 
they had no current plans to 
advertise. 
All the attorneys prefaced 
their rem arks by saying they 
had not yet read the exact text 
of the Court decision. 
Huseman said the California 
State Bar Association had not 
yet formulated the conditions 
for advertising. Kappler agreed 
there would be regulations, and 
if properly enforced, advertis­ 
ing could be “ good.” 
The Court opinion, authored 
by Justice Harry Blackmun. 
stated advertising legal se r­ 
vices is not inherently m is­ 
leading and m ay well benefit 
the administration of justice a s 
well as reducing the cost to the 
consumer. 


“ I think in Lompoc (prices) 
will probably stay the sam e, but 
I don’t know 
That is an un­ 
known quantity,” said Kappler. 
“ In Lom poc,” said Palm er, 
“ I wouldn’t think (advertising) 
would have much of an effect on 
legal fees, because the a t ­ 
torneys are not now charging 
the co sts of b igger firm s. 
Prices are fairly competitive 
now ” 
Palm er estim ated the price 
spread in attorneys’ fees in 
Lompoc was no greater than 20 
per cent. 
“ I think as far as Santa B a r­ 
bara County is concerned,” said 
Huseman. 
“ The charges for 
services will go up. The typical 
storefront operation pushing for 
advertising typically charges 
higher prices.” 
P a l m e r a n d Ward b o th 
pointed out there is a certain 


amount of work involved in 
each type of legal case, but that 
each case is different. Ward 
said fees depend on exactly 
what the client wants, for in­ 
stance, how far the client wants 
to pursue a lawsuit. 


“ You get what you pay for,” 
said Ward. 
According to W ard, m ost 
lawyers in town will provide es­ 
tim ates for services anyway, 
usually without a consultation 
fee. 
“ I find it inconceivable that 
anyone would advertise,” Ward 
concluded.

“ But God was there with us,”

Egypt only Arab nation 
okaying peace talk meet

Egypt has eagerly accepted 
an Israeli offer to reconvene 
the stalled Geneva Middle East 
peace talks in October, but no 
other Arab nation replied and 
the Israelis warned they do not 
want the P LO at the talks. 
President Anwar Sadat said 
Monday it was “ encouraging” 
that Israeli Prim e M inister 
Menahem 
Begin earlier had 
said he was ready to go to 
Geneva in October, and added 
Egypt “ shall be ready to go 
in October, and even before 
In 
Washington, 
President 
Carter told U P I “ good, it suits 
me fine,” when asked for his 
reaction to the statements 
The Sadat and Begin com­ 
ments Monday were the first 
time Arab and Israeli leaders 
had mentioned a specific date 
for the talks, although both 
sides have said they wanted to 
resume the conference this 
year. 
In Tel Aviv. Begin said he 
was ready to start the talks in 
October during a meeting with 
Sen Jacob Javits, R-N Y.. An 
Israeli official later said Oct 10 
was a likely date but warned 
the Jew ish 
state 
w ill not 
tolerate Palestinian Liberation 
Organization representatives at 
the conference 
“ W e are ready to go to 
Geneva at any tim e." the of­ 
ficial said 
“ We are ready to 
speak about everything, with 
nothing barred and with no 
preconditions ” 
“ Begin has peace deeply in 
h ie h e a r t a n d I K «thesi 
t h a t b * 
feels 
that the time has come 
when it should be possible to 


work out a peace treaty,” 
Javits said later 
The Israeli stand on the PLO 
pointed up what most observers 
believe will be the main stick­ 
ing point of the talks because 
the Arabs insist that any 
Geneva metings be attended by 
P a le s t i n ia n 
d e le g a t e s , 
presumably the PLO . 


The Geneva conference, co­ 
chaired by the United States 
and the Soviet Union, began 
after the 1973 Middle East war 
but became deadlocked quickly 
and has been in recess since

Sadat did not mention the 
PLO issue in his unexpected 
statement before leaving a 
summit meeting of the Organi­ 
zation of African Unity in 
Libreville.

Actually, what did happen was simply 
that as a senior at Cabrillo High School 
she needed a job and Beattie Motors had 
an opening in their service department 
That was three years ago. Now 21, 
she’s not only stiU there but there she 
plans to stay until she and her husband. 
Steve, are ready to start a family 
When she filled out the application, the 
pretty, dark-haired girl didn t know what 
the job would entail But she knew she 
would be working with people and this 
idea she liked 
Service manager Cliff Phillips gave 
her the job. breaking her in gradually 
with filing, answering the phone and 
greeting customers. 
As time went on. she began ‘stocking- 
in” cars She explains: “ When a car 
comes in from the factory, I look it over 
to make sure it’s not damaged Then I 


give it a Beattie Motors stock number

New challenge for old age

fruitage is the world 
< Emerson 
should have written 
“men and 
women are bundles of relations 
But let’s forgive him In the 1830s 
women hadn't won a place in 
philosophical writing » 
Emerson goes on to cite an exam­ 
ple 
“ Put Napoleon in an island 
prison Let his faculties find no men 
to act on. no Alps to climb, no stake 
to play for He would beat the air 
and appear stupid 
We who are now old have time to 
understand what shaped the course 
of our lives 
At every age past 
childhood, our position depended on 
the num bers of people we in­

We are ad­ 
vised meekly to accept as fact the 
cliche. “ That’s the way the ball 
bounces." 
That’s what they keep saying But 
suppose we put that bouncing ball in 
the past tense It’s theirs, not ours 
Let the phrase read, ‘ That s the 


way the ball bounced” before you 
retired Suddenly, it's a new ball 
game altogether You're now play­ 
ing on a different team with 22 
million 
contem poraries whose 
problems and interests are similar 
to your own The drill now is to find 
a game plan which will restore your 
sense of belonging to society. 
Start 
making two lists. Write 
down as many as possible of the 
satisfactions which you perceive as 
specifically related to life in retire­ 
ment Consult with your spouse or 
with friends who are already 
retired Just talking this over will be 
fun Different folks have different 
strokes 
There's a chance that 
sources of pleasure you had never 
before considered might come up in 
your discussions The interchange of 
ideas itself will be useful 
For a second list, write down the 
troubles which retirem ent has 
brought to you personally. Then in 
discussion urge friends and acquain­ 
tances who are also retired to make 
the same kind of list. After that, 
compare your lists 
You will soon realize that most 
retirees share similar difficulties 
Questions will inevitably be raised 
“ What can we do about these mis­ 
eries? Who’s responsible for their 
continuation?” The list of com­ 
parisons and the questions which 
follow will lead to interesting 
speculations It s an even bet that 
someone in your group will propose 
action of some kind That will lead 
to further discussion 
The day you make a decision to do 
something to improve any situation 
which is bad for the aged you re 
back in the ball game It’s played on 
your own field It puts you back into 
the stream of life as an active par­ 
ticipant m the hopes and sorrows of 
others 
Once more you have become a 
man or woman who influences other 
persons Once more you’re calling 
the shots You are no longer being 
set aside like most retirees People 
must pay attention to you as they did 
before you retired People must con­ 


sider your ideas and evaluate your 
concepts. 
They may say, “ He or she is a 
troublemaker ” They may urge you 
to stop fussing and stirring things 
up They may go back to the line 
about “ the way the ball bounces. 
But you know that in our world of 
retirees, everyone has a role to play.

c h i l d r e n 
or 
grandchildren Our effort to make 
retirement life more pleasant and 
more meaningful may save them 
from the distresses we experience 
Looking at us oldsters, no one will 
need to say fearfully. “ There except 
for the grace of God go I 
The line 
will surely be, “ There because of 
the strength and courage and 
wisdom of my parents will I walk 
more happily during my later 
years ” 
No one of us older Americans can 
carry" the ball alone This cannot be 
a one-man, one-woman, one-couple 
show The challenge is to all os us 
working together The effort must 
be to organize our own forces for 
struggle in our own interests. The 
working world may expect nothing 
from us We therefore must expect a 
great deal from each other liiat is 
the proper definition of fellowship 
among the aged Not one for all All

Together we will resist the forces

preferred to wait for the 
perfect situation, I could have

D is tr ic t A tto rn e y S tan R oden 
reportedly is coming up with a detailed 
set of guidelines for his department on 
the state’s determ inate sentencing law 
that went into effect last Friday. 
Superior court judges will be operating 
on information gained from a seminar in 
Ventura a week ago 
and on suggestions by 
th e s ta te a tto rn e y 
general There is also 
some literature on the 
subject 
Despite all the effort 
to incorporate the new 
sentencing law into 
legal procedures in a 
formal way much is 
still left to individual 
interpretation 
Basically, under the 
new law. a convicted 
felon will know at time of sentencing 
how long he will serve in prison, less 
time off for good behavior. Under the old 
sentencing law. a felon would receive a 
sentence, say. for five years to life That 
could mean incarceration of at least five 
years and something less than life 
There are some problems for handling 
cases that are being processed for 
crim es committed before July 1. Dep 
Dist Atty Robert J. Andrade said the 
state attorney general’s office had 
suggested that judges, if possible, m ere­ 
ly indicate whether they feel the felon 
should go to prison, and leave it up to an 
adult authority to work out the exact 
number of years for crim es committed 
before July 1 There is no problem for 
felons convicted of crim es committed 
after July 1. 
One superior court judge Friday told 
this reporter that he had simplified 
procedures to eliminate the threat of 
time-consuming court hearings posed by 
the mitigation or aggravation aspects of 
the new law. Critics had said such hear­ 
ings could bog down the courts. Every 
defense attorney and every prosecutor 
would be making appeals on their 
respective positions, the defense for 
m itigation and the p rosecutor for 
aggravation, so the argument went 
The judge said he wouldn’t hold the 
hearings for felons who weren’t going to 
be sent to prison in the first place.

Prison sentences have been grouped 
according to the seriousness of the 
crim e. 
A breakdow n provided by 
Andrade shows such crim es as second 
degree burglary, unlawful sexual inter­ 
course and som e n arco tics cases, 
qualifying for term s of 16 months, two or 
three years. More serious crim es will 
qualify for sentences of two. three or 
four years, still more serious crimes 
will get term s of three, four and five 
years five, six or seven years and final­ 
ly for m urder, still more tim e 
It is possible, according to Andrade 
that a felon could serve more time under 
the new law For example if the judge 
selected the mid-term of three years for 
a convicted robber and added two years 
because of the use of a gun in the <om- 
mission of the crim e, the felon could 
spend five vears in prison, or 3*2 years 
with one-third of the sentence off for 
good behavior. In comparison, a man 
convicted of first degree robbery under 
the old system of sentencing could have 
been eligible for parole in two years. 
It should also be noted that felons 
sentenced now for crim es committed 
before July 1. should receive either the 
indeterm inate term of the old system or 
the determ inate number of years or 
months of the new system, whichever is 
the lesser 
All this will be clarified down the road 
In the m eantim e, some Lompoc defen­ 
dants and some who have already been 
convicted, but not sentenced, face these 
uncertainties. One thing is certain, 
however a felon will know at the time of 
sentencing or shortly thereafter how 
many years, he must serve, less time off 
for good behavior

The ex­ 
planation is not only reasonable, it is 
charitable The entire price structure of 
the legal fraternity would collapse if 
divorces sold for only $19, and drunken
